Morgensen said other aspects of the

The author recently traveled in Romania as part of a 
research team from UNO’s exccutive master’s of business 
administration MBA) program. This ts the last ofaseriesof 
articles about his experiences and includes opinions of the 
author. 

As you leaf through brochures at your travel agency, you 
probably will not finda overflow ofinformation about vacation- 
ingin Romania... yet. Buthere’s atip: Insome ways, now may 
beanexcellenttimetoplanatourof Romania, Travellers simply 
needtobeaware of the type of journey tocxpectduring this time 
of transition there. 

While I do not want to sound like a travel writer for the 
“Yuppie Manual,” this would be a great tip for 30- and 40- 
something types who wanttoreviveabitoftheold cause-related 
spirit. Few things could be more invigorating than to spend ime 
with people who have fought for andaow treasure the freedoms 
we all take for granted every day. And itis even more gatifying 
wiicn you discover that your new-found friends can truly benefit 
from assistance that is not difficult for you to provide. 


For example, many folks I met enjoyed the opportunity to 
spend time practicing their English, and they were thrilled with 
my pledge to send books to them and to maintain the communi- 
cation link between our countries, Think about it for a moment: 
If you had spent the last several decades totally cut off form the 
restefthe world, you would valuecvery newly-established bond 
with the Wester world, too. 

Romania would also be great for the backpack erowd that 
travels light and does not insist on Mariott amenities. The 
country offers a variety of scenic beauty, from the Carpathtan 
Mountain range that fornis a horseshoe around Transylvania to 
the resorts Lining the Black Sea coast, The train ride through 
southern Romania along the Yugoslavian border affords views 
of lush. green hills, peasant farmers working the hillside vine- 
yards and other posteard sights all the way through the fertile 
farming region of Timis county, which borders Romania's 
western neighbor, Hungary. 

Because travelling the Romanian railways, the chief modeof 
cross-country transportation, can be pretty demanding, this tour 
is not yet recommended for these who might have difficulty 
rapidly hopping aboard a train and competing for aseat. Also, it 


is not recommended for these who would find Holiday Inn too 
rustic for their tastes. Romanian hotels are short on lightbulbs, 
toifet paperand furnishings, and frills such as televisions arerare 
(although probably only one channe] would be available). 

History bufis certainly would enjoy exploring this artifact- 
rich nation. On one side tip, we were transported in a rickety 
Tranian-built van to apoint about 40 kilometers north of the port 
elty of Constanta to a quiet place called Histria. The name was 
perfect. We rolled into an empty parking lot in @ flat, open 
countryside setting and caught our first sight of Histria’s mu- 
scum and ancient ruins, 

Our first reaction to this nondescript scene was to hope that 
our visit would be short... itdid notappear tooffer much. After 
paying the admission (the equivalent ofanickel), we entered the 
dilapidated building and feasted ourcyes on thousandsof pieces 
that American muscums would love to acquire. Figs 

We then proceeded across the grounds to extensive ancicht 
ruins from the firstcentury, and ourentire group wasawestrace it

Any woman who has been admitted to UNO is able to go 
throughrushasa freshman. A2.0 grade point average is required 
of those women who want to go through mish as sophomores.

The sororities 
include Alpha Xi Delta, Chi Omega, Sigma Kappa, and Zeta 
Tau Alpha. 

According to Knudson, the sororities also want to help all 
UNO women gain a sense of belonging.

organizations as well. 

A S15 rush registration fee covers the brochures, postage 
andrefreshments during rush activities, Knudsonsaid, Women 
interested in participating in rush can pick up a brochure or 
register for rush in the student activities office.

One rule that is mandatory for all the fraternities is the no 
alcohol rule, said Terry Forman, manager of student activities. 

“No alcohol is permitted at any of the rush functions fortwo 
primary reasons. The first reason is that incoming freshmen are 
usually not of drinking age,” he said. 

“Thesecond reason is that the fraternity system doesn’t want 
any potential member to base their decision of which fraternity 
tojoin with alcohol playing any part in that process. We want to 
be sure the students join for the right reasons, not for the wrong 
feasons,” 


According to Forman, the goal of fratemity rush isto bring in 
quality men and allow them to get a good educational experi- 
ence, to fecl more of a part of UNO, to become more well- 
rounded individuals, to make them better people and make that 
particular organization better as well. 

“This gives them a chance to develop and refine their skills 
while giving back to the fraternity and UNO,” he said. 

Forman said this year the fraternities will wy a formal rush 
period toward the beginning of the school year.

Faculty and staff are expected to begin occupying the 
offices of UNO’s new Fine Arts Education building by next 
weck, according to Dave Irvin, manager of facilities plan- 
ning,

The offices of the Fine Asts dean are currently located on 
the lower level of the Library. Those offices will house 
UNO's International Center for Japanese Studies when the 
Fine Asts building is completed, Irvin said. 

“The building will house everything in the Fine Arts 
department except the music department. That will stay in the 
Strauss Performing Arts building.” 

According to Charles Swank, manager of UNO Campus 
Security, a new parking lot for students will be created 
following the completion of the building. 

“Weshouldhave around 55 stalls forthe students, depend- 
ing on the stripings. The lot will be on the south side of the 
building where the construction equipment is currently fo- 
cated,” he said,

According to Schmidman, Terry was asked to accompany 
some students ona pilgrimage toIndiaand make a filmabout 
their travels. Teny wrote the movie script, but it was decmed 
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“too political” and eventually shelved. 

This work recounts events in the lives of five young 
Americans on this journey. 

“At the ime, in terms of values, afl they’re interested in is 
rejecting parental values and discovering their own,” 
Schmidman said, 

“That's what the play explores. It rally is an introspective 
and fairly isolated fourncy. They are in a forcign country and 
deal with onc another, justthe five of them, and they growup.” 

Schmidman said the piece suggests a very definite out. 
Took. 

“It’s very positive and hopeful,” she said, “In spite of the 
mess that each new generation of young people finds them- 
selves in, there’s hope for growth, and it isn’t infused by the 
adult population, The change is generated by themselves.” 

Schmidman said she feels the play is still relevant to 
politics today, although about 20 years have elapsed since 
Terry first began the project. 

“The women’s movement has made some progress,” 
Schmidman said, “but I think today’s values focus on wealth 
is much greater than it was then. f think that whatever gender 
issues are better, socictal issucs are far worse. 

“There's far more reason to run away, to go to a forcign 
country, and toturn yourback on what yourparentsaredoing, 
even if it’s for your own good. So, I think it all equals out in 
the end,” she said.

To communicate best in Romania (unless 
you speak Romanian), you can get along well 
withcither German orFrench, althoughitisnot 
impossible to get by with English, Romanian 
students complete their studics with a com» 
mand of at least one additional language, and 
many that we mct were conversant in more,
